He found that the wrecked 
car was lying 75 feet from the east 
edge of the crossing. Some car parts 
were found 180 feet further east. 
These were possibly carried by the 
engine. The car was a 1928 Chevro- 
let sedah, and the son who was driv- 
ing had a driver’s license. He found 
no signs at all of liquor or of bottles 
at the wreck. He observed  skid- 
marks of a car five feet from the 
south rail of the track at the cross-: 
ing. The weather was bad enough at 
the time to cause car windows to 
freeze up if kept closed. There were’ 
no freight cars west of the crossing 
to obscure the driver’s view of the 
track; there were freight cars east 
of the elevators. From the south 
there would be quite a clear view of 
the track for over a half-mile west 
from the crossing. The approach to 
the crossing was quite icy. 

Dr. J. G. Middlemass, in- giving 
evidence of injuries to the deceased, 
said that upon examination of the 
boody he found that deceased had 
suffered a fractured skull, fractured 
pelvis, a fractured lower left femor, 
‘lacerated wounds on the left jaw, 
and internal injuries. _The fractured 
skull was severe enough to cause 
death within ‘a very short time. © 

The jury were then taken to the 
hospital where evidence was taken 
from the son of the deceased—who 
suffering from 
severe scalp and leg wounds. 

Ellsworth Allen, deposed that he 
was the son of deceased, and was 
driving with his father to attend a 
sale on the day of the accident.
